traced to (Ireat Kails, Montana, wlieru 
he was arrested on .Monday. Yester- 
day morning Kuperintpndent of Pro- 
vincial Police Hussey was notifi'jd bv 
Chief Constable J. H. McMullen, of 
Fernie, of tho fact of Mullen's arrest 
and ho will today receive Instructions 
from Hon. W. J. Bowser, attorney 
general, who will arrive from Van- 
couver, relative to bringing IMullen buck 
to this province to iitand trial. 

'Since September 4 last, when Or- 
lando died from the effects of tha 
wound, the provincial authorities have 
been looking for Mullen but the fugi- 
tive, helped by his fellow English 
speaking miners made good his escapo 
though he had but a few hours start 
ot the autliorlties and has managed to 
Iccep in hiding until a week or two 
ago, when the police received evidence 
which led to his arrest Jjy the United 
States authorities at Great Palls. 
Scuffle in Dance Hall. 
Mullen, who is an Irishman of tha 
age of 27 years, together with throo 
fellow miners, Dan McKlnnon, John 
Howolls and J.imes Hatfield, attempt- 
ed to force their way Into tha hall 
ivherelu the Italian memljers of tho 
Michel mining community were hold- 
ing a ball on the evening of Labor 
Day and where no Engli.sh .speaking 
miners were wanted. The day had 
been a holiday and one of celebration 
and all four were more or less under 
the lufluenco of liquor. They woro 
stopped at the door i by Orlando and 
several other Italians. They suoceeded- 
in getting Into the dahce httU f»Ut had- 
been there but a mlhuta or two when 
the Italians hustled tHera: to the door 
and In the scuffle wfircfi- occurred 
Mullen, It Is alleged, lAjllcd a revolver 
and fired point blank at Orlando, the 
bullot striking the latter In the abdo- 
men and inflicting a fatal.i wound, 
from the effects ot which ho died 
three days later. 

Deserted by his fellow Italians who 
inime.liately took to their hoels, Or- 
lando lay on the platform In front of 
the daue.' hall for some time before 
being carried away to the hospital, 
while Mullen and ills companions le- 
vanted and. It is believed, after re- 
maining secreted In the hills for sev- 
eral days he succeeded in making hl.s 
way across the boundary. Since that 
time he has eluded capture, though 
the iirovliiclal authorities offered a re- 
ward of $fi00 for Information leading 
to his arrest and his description .was 
sent broadcast throughout the United 
States and Canado,. 

It ks claimed that for some 'time 
previou.s there bad been more or less 
trouble between the Italian and Eng- 
lish speaking miners at Michel aitd 
that after the BliOQ^lng, while the Ital- 
ians were In fear that there would be_^ 
some further iro.;b'o, iMullen'.s friend*" 
exerte<l every effort tu shield th^lr 
friend and got him out ot u,^ country. 
.MuU.Mi was a great favorite with tho 
miners and none of those who wern 
thought to know of his whereabouts 
could be Induced to give any Infor- 
mation to the authorities. 

Woman in the Case. 
The evidence taken at they Inquest, 
following the death of Orlando, dis- 
closed some facts which would Indi- 
cate that there was a woman In tlio 
'.rouble. Pete Zoralto, ono ot tho Ital- 
ian miners, and one of those who at- 
tempted to put Mullen out of tho 
danc hall, testified that earlier that 
dav Mrs. Munnis, wife of a mine 
lalinrer, ha.; asked him (Zoralto) If 
before I '"^1 hit. Tided going to th.i dance 

I that night and ZeraP.o had stated that 
he thought not. Tho Italian later saw 
.Mullen and advised him not tJ attend 
the dance but the Irishman Insisted 
that he would be there. Munnis, hus- 
band of the Iwoman, testified that 
after the shooflng. and ■when he and 
his wife had gone homo, he discov- 
ered that his revolver. Which h.i had 
left In his coat pookor In his liomn. 
v;as missing together with four cart- 
ridges, and It developed later that tho 
bullet which caused Or'nndo's death 
was of the caliber of Munnis' revol- 
ver. It Is belle\-ed that Mullen, Influ- 
enced by lUpior, had attempted to 
enter the dance hall to see Mr;>. Mun- 
nis, and being refused admittance be- 
ean'ie enraged and fired tho fatal fihot. 
i He must have enter.vt the Munnln 
I home after they had loft for the dancn 
! and piiiinined the i-.'volver and rart- 
I ridges.

MR. KING'S REPORT. 

:sir. Mackenzie King tells the Par- 
liament, In his report on Hindu emi- 
gration to Canada, that It Is contrary 
to the law of India, If the emigrants 
go under contract. He says that tho 
policy of keeping Hindus out of Can- 
ada harmonizes with tlie policy of tlic 
India government, and tlierelore legis- 
lation on the subject is not necessary, 
which he thinks Is a matter for con- 
gratulation, beeaiise, in tlio pre.-jeut 
temper of the jieople of a Jiart of tlie 
Hindustan peninsula, any restricti\'e 
legislation might have a bad effect. An 
oriler In council has lately been passeii 
;it tiltawa by virtue of which an hi- 
tenilliig i 111111 igrant may lie dt^porled, 
if he has lelt his ow n country illegally, 
and It Is thought that the provision 
rciiuiring immigrants to have a cer- 
tain sum of money in their possession 
will servo to keep out all who. by rea- 
son of their not being contract labor- 
ers, ai'i- not proliitilted by the laws of 
India to emigrate to Cinada. If this 
sum, which is now $25, is not found 
.sufficient to check Hindu Immigration, 
^ llie aiiiouni -ivIU be increased. The 
I .govei'iiineiil of India niulertakes to clr- 
I culate iiterature p<jinting out to llie 
I Hindus that Canada is not adapted to 
I them and setting forth the obstacles 
I in the way of emigration to this coun- 
I lr>-. 

I We ylncerely hope that the arrango- 
iiieiit reached .by .Mr. King witli the 
Imperial government will be found ef- 
fective. All prudent British Colum- 
bians have been anxious that this ques- 
tion should be sc'ttied in a manner that 
will not adii to tlie unrest only too 
plainly in evidence In India, There 
will therefore be general satisfaction 
at the conclusion of an arrangement 
which promises well, and an equally 
general hope tliat the results will be as 
effective as Mr King anticipates.

Neither 
of them ha.si anything like the area of 
agricultural land to be found in tho 
corresponding area of Canada, and it 
Is to bo remembered that consider- 
ably more than half the area of 
Tobolsk lies In the .-=amo latitude us 
the Yukon Territory. 

Hut, as we have frequently pointed 
out, latitude of Itself conveys an in- 
accurate Idea of climate. The Isother- 
mal lines are wh.it tel! the story. If 
ue take tlie summer Isotlierni of aS 
degrees, which is that of tho Pacilic 
ocean off tho coast of Vancouver 
Island. It extends north until It passes 
D:iwson, when it begins to swing 
easterly in a great curve, taking In 
the Delta of the Macl«n-/.le river, 
and then swings sbutheastorly until it 
reaches the head of Lake Superior. All 
the vast region lying within this 
Isothermal line has a summer teiiipcra- 
tiire of ^u, di grees b'alir. on an averag.,' 
tlirougli the season, where the eleva- 
tion Is not extreme, as on the high 
mountain ranges. This means that 
the whole area is adapted so far as 
summer tem))ernture i.H concerned to 
the prosecution of agriculture in some 
form. Tlie nortliern part of Tobolsk 
cannot be cultivated. The (acts above 
set out show that In a part of Canada 
corresponding to tlie two hnest pro- 
vinces of Sitieria, tlie mucli great(>r 
part of the area has never, until with- 
in a year or two, been looked upon as 
in any way ailaptod to settlement, 
^^•hereas it really nil is. The more wo 
learn of Canada the greater It.s pos- 
sibilities are seen to be.

The process 
is n-peated with every sheet, and O^f- ■ 
ter a few hours all the documents, are ' 
easily i-ead, 

A proces.s formerly " used for ' the' 
elassKicatlon of bloodstains consisted' 
In examing them under the microscope 
and from the appearance of tho red 
Klobules the InvestlRators would draw 
their conclusions as to the nature ot 
the blood. Unfortunately this exam- 
ination cave no result when the blood' 
stains were not recent. 

Today a more HolentHlc method Is 
lined. The stain is washed; a few drops 
of the water used nrn poured Into a 
(nbo containing sonic specllh; serum 
from a rabbit Inncnbitod witli buinan 
blood. ^Vhen the addition of water pro- 
duces In the serum a tine deposit and 
BlvpH a misty . apoornnco to the liquid, 
ono can bo perfectly certain that the 
blood stains were human.

Tile development of Important trade

Between the two countries 
were fcellng.s of the most deadly 
hatred. For years these feelings li;i\'e 
been perpetuated. It is true that 
among the ricli and titletl of both coun- 
tries tiiere lias iilways been Inter- 
course of a more or less friendly cliar- 
actor, but the rank ;ind lllo of tlie peo- 
ple of England hated and often desjd.s- 
cd the descendants of the men whom 
they conquered at Waterloo and Tra- 
falgar. Their nelsrhhors across tho 
channel had- no love for their arro- 
gant conquerors. 

Aa time went on, however, those 
feelings grew less bitter. Tho Prencli 
nation has been engaged ' In nuiny 
conflicts within and without. In 
.sticcossivo recolutlons the lilngs of 
both tlie old and new regime have 
b. en driven from tho throne and since 
tht! close ot the l'>a nco-German war 
a new Fr.-uice lias arisen. 

Itit(.'rcourse and tr.ule have drivwn 
the neighboring nations together ;ind 
this montlT will see tlii-ni engaged In 
friendly- rivalry on r';nKlisli soil. Tin; 
khiK: of I'^iigland and tlie l-'resldent of 
I'ranre will, on the llttcenth, oiieii tho 
I''r.anco-Hritish e.icliibltlon in London. 
Those international exhibitions do 
imicli to cement the frlend.^lllp lie- 
Iweeii nations. As workmen look 
niion the productions of the skill .and 
the Invention of tlieir rivals feelings 
of anger and estrangement give place 
to those of admiration. 

When we glance? back at the state 
of tlie nations of Europe a century 
ago we feel that in spite of much that 
needs reform, men and women are 
better and happier now thai) they were 
then. 

* * * 

If an edict were to go abroad 
throughout t^mada commanding that 
Wo wei-o no longer to speak the Eng- 
lish language what a storm of Indig- 
nation would lie arou.^ed. Then in- 
deed we would realize what a splendid 
horitagre our mother tongue is. Wo 
would feel that all that ts greatest 
and best In us has been conveyed to 
us through the medium of that langu- 
age In which poets and sages for cen- 
turies have clothed their thoughts. 
How few of us realize that the writ- 
ings we hold most sacred were not at 
ilrst written in English We know, 
of course, that the King James Yer- 
ston of the Bible is a translation but 
even Its prepositions and conjunctions 
have acquired a sacredness In our 
eyes and we are startled by tho 
.illghtest change. Yet dearly as we 
love the. speecTi of our ancestors 
Canadians are not careful to preHorvc 
Its purity. The vandal who defaces 
a building arouses riur anger and the 
.■iinalii^st .scratcli on a marble column 
wouUl he .-cverely punished qould wo 
• discox'er tlie offender. 

Vet we think It no slianio to mls- 
jiroiioiinco a word or to slur a syllable. 
We use words wittiout a nice regard 
for their meaning and oiir common 
speech Is iingrn inniatlcal. Though new 
expressions are (|ulte allowalile when 
they con\ey a now Ide.-i lliere are 
nijiny words In everyday use for 
wliich no such excu.-e can be found. 
This prevalence of "slang" cheapens 
and vulgarl7.es the siieecli and much 
of the writing of our day. And yet It 
is by tlie present generation that tho 
form of speech which is to prevail !n 
the Canada of the future Is being de- 
veloped. If wo are careless or In- 
different now the strangers who will 
be tho citizens of the future will copy 
our defects. It la in the home and 
In the school that speech la preserved 
or ruined. If the Canadians of the 
future are to be recognized by their | 
cultivated tones, their pure accent and ; 
their careful choice of words, the | 
mothers and teachers of today must , 
by precept and exiiinple teacli correct I 
habits of speech. Few tasks are j 
more difficult and few whose import- j 
ance is so much undervalued. i

Two other words have often been 
used to catch the unwary. They are 
"perspire" and "transpire." Compara- 
ttlvoly few people know that tho llrst 
meaning of 'transpire" Is tho same .as 
that of "perspire," that is, "to emit 
through the pores of the skin," or in an 
intransitive s.;iise, "to he emitted 
through the pores of tho skin." 

Wo generally use transpire as signi- 
fying to escape from secrecy, to become 
luibllc, to happen, but that is really a 
seconcfary and derivative meaning, tho 
transition from one to the other, how- 
ever, being easy. Perspire and trans- 
pire are both from tho Latin, the tlrst 
being formed of per, through, and splro, 
to breathe, and the other of trans, 
across, and splro, to breathe. So, as a 
matter of fact, they mean substantially 
the same thing. 

There are maany words In common 
use whoso real meaning Is not under- 
stood. Tako desiccated, for instance, 
which ten persons out of. twelve take 
to mean ctrt into small, pieces, as the 
■desslcated' cocoanut' that we got from 
the stores. But It does not mean any- 
thing of tho kind; it means dry; de- 
prived of moisture. Then there Is lur- 
id, which. Is . universally misapplied. 
Lurid flames are. not deep rod or yel- 
low; thex are just tho reverse of that. 
Webster ..defines tho word ns 'ghastly 
pale; gloomy, dismal.' It Is almost 
synonomous with livid.

A telegram was received yo.s- 
torduy afteriiDoii by the C.P.R. from 
PiirsLM- CridKo nf llie steaniei' Otlir, 
sfinl from Clayoquol wliere boat's 
crew from the tlisabli d .steainrr lanii- 
ed. fitating tliat tlio Otter, partly load- 
ed with whale oil for the Pacilic Whal- 
ing eornpaii.v, liad lost Ii.m- tail shaft 
and pio|)eller. and was drifting dere- 
lict tweiuy-.sl.v niile.'i from ^Mion.salit. 
Whet; the iiew.^ was ri-eoived the 
Htcanier 'fees, Caiit. Townseiid. was 
at onee ordered oiil In seareh of her 
disabled sister steaaier. The erew was 
rounded np, iiiust of the eoinplement 
beins away from ilie vessel '.vlileh wa.s 
not sehedaled to sail until toniglil, and

Thu trunk line itself will be about 
fifty-two miles long and will bc oper- 
uled very much on tlio .«anie jirlneljile 
us local postoff Ices. AKencle.4 will be 
establlahod and from llieso tho public 
will be able to ro.'icii all the jadnts 
touched by tho telephone c<niipaby. 

.ThlM conalata of u farmers' cxcliangL;, 
controlled and iiiHt.-illed by the farmers 
at Ladner.

only takes a second as the player 
moves away, and yet it Is cluito the 
right thing to do. 

An Interesting foursome was being 
played by four good players. An in- 
different plaver without a partner fol- 
lowed. Ills remark, "May I pass you; 
I am only playing a single ball, 
was distinctly funny. 

He was a caddy rather hew aflt; 
the players had got to tho fourteenth 
preen, which was somewhere near the 
clubhouse, about onO o'clock, and 
were flnlshlng out the ' match. Said 
tho caddy, "I don't think you can play 
any more, sir; I want my dinner." ^ 

Some divot.s (turf cut' out In tho 
act of play) are impossible to replace. 
Always make a show of doing so; It 
looks well, and Is a lesson to tho 
caddies. In any case, always press 
tlio ground down. 

By pressing tho club do-n^n lic.ivlly 
behind a ball In addressing It 
through tho green, Its Ho can be vast- 
ly Improved; but It Is Just as honest 
to do It as It would bo to pick tho 
pocket of the medal wlnnior and steal 
his medal. 

It Is remarkable what a distance a 
golf ball can bo sent by a man with 
good eves if he can throw the ball 
up In tho air and catch It with a full 
drive as It descends. 

Bad temper Is an expensive nmuno- 
niont to some golfers. The one I refer 
to having smashed every club ho 
possessed, decided lo try again, and 
turn over a now loaf. He bought ;l 
new bag and eight now clubs, and 
made a new start. After a few holes, 
i.'very club was smashed, an! the bag 
: wa.s In tlie pond. 'L'lie professional 
liope.s he will try again. 

Golfers who have weaknesses as lo 
■ wher,! thev like their opponents to 
i stand, should tell them on tho first 
' tee. Caddies aUso will readily obey 
I a few kind words In this respect. 
I t'addles do not like being bullied, 
! and refuse occasionally to go out 
I with bad-tempered golfers. On a 
caddy being told to go out vith a no- 
torious per.son, who -was "whiles 
l)lasphenilons," he refused. They 
.i,'av(( him tli(> choice of going o.ut or 
going home. '•If you please, sir, I'll 
go home," .uald he. 

Ibn-e a shot with all your clubs 
before playing fm" a medal or In a 
match, liut don't disqualify yi->uisolf 
liy i.laying on t(j a pulling-green on 
modal days. 

A funny thing about golf la tliat your 
opponent seems to have all the luck. 

If your opponent has to putt first, 
learn all you can from his shot. 

"As good as a better" Is a polite 
way of saying you have played a bad 
shot, with lucky results. 

Pour-ball foursomes, namely, two 
olayers against two other players, each 
playing his onw ball, the best ball to 
Hcore- — is only enjoyable when the 
[jlayers art. fairly equal. 

In playing foursom.;-s, do not apolo- 
gize for each bad shot. Your partner, 
if Intelligent, will appreciate the fact 
that you did not play badly on pur- 
pose. 

It is very noticeable that the faults 
of one's partner In a roursomo when 
the stakes played for are not very 
high, are much sooner fergotten than 
when the reverse !.■» the case.- 

IMany a medal or prlKe has been lost 
by telling the result of a good round 
before the end of the competition. It 
seems discourteous to refuse to tell 
when asked, but it is policy. The 
question can easily be avaded. 

M'Jlful club-smashing Is cruel; the 
eaddies will alwniys appreciate them. 
Tho excuse that life club does not suit 
you. and that if you put it back In 
your locker vmu may take it out again 
by mistake. Is a poor one, though not 
Infrequent. 

If after explaining m detail to a 
friend every shot you played In your 
round. It should dawtt on you later 
on, perhaps In the night, that there 
was one shot you omitted, tell lilm 
next time you meet. He will lie sure 
to be glad to hear It. 

If on a char green you hiu'e fa.'^ter. 
although )i.it neeessarliy better, i)lav- 
L'rs hehiiid yuu. let tuen; pas.=i, Tou 
.vlil enjoy your game more, and so 
will tiie.v; tin- llrst reas.in l.s u.-maliy 
the one considered, -.lowever. 

It Is fur tile player whoso ball Is 
nearest to thi- hole to say ■•Half!" — 
:he reasons arc obvious. 

Do not sugge.s-t to your opponent that 
he has playeil a shot more than he 
.■^ays h.' iias, unless you are very sure. 
It is mo.sf annoying, although Inno- 
cently meant. 

Do not fail to cbarg,. your score 
with a pi'nalty-stroke, i>ven If your 
opiionent or caddy did n.it see It. It 
will haunt you all th.: wav round if 
you don't. 

If you ..^ee a ball going near another 
u-olfer shout -l-'ore" at once. Better 
lo frighten fifty players with vour 
snouting than to hit one without "giv- 
ing him a chance. 

Never walk acros.i the line of \ our 
opponent's putt. Go either behind 11 
or the f.ther side of the hole. If you 
must cross, take a \ ery wide step when 
crossing ihe line, to Illustrate that 
your instruction In golfing etiquette 
has not b.e?! neglected. 

When I.laying on links that are 
iroul.li d with worm ca.sts, an oiled rag 
rubbed ..v r ihe ball will prevent their 
id he ring t.. It, and will not otherwise 
affect Ih.. ball.

HACK GIVES VERSIGN 
OF WRESpiG MATCH 

Willing to Again IVleet Gotcli, 
But Not in Clilcago or Un- 
til Trained 



George Hackonschmldt, the cx-cham- 
plon of the wrestling world and the 
pride of the British iiublic, arrived 
back at Paddington from ('hicugo last 
night, saya the Morning Leader In Its 
Issue of April 11, just to hand. Tho 
Russian Lion, for the llrst time, unbur- 
dened himself of his side of tho story 
of the recent world's champlonaliip 
match with Frank Gotcli. 

As soon as tho brave George stepped 
heavily out of the Plymouth botit train, 
with a mo.st undef.ialed twinkle In his 
eye, a mighty multitude of curiosity 
mongers, rubber necks, pressmen, pho- 
tographers, sporting lords, baroiiels, 
and liniglitH fell upon him, so that 
George staggered by tho way and 
heaved up against' the boat express, so 
that It rocked where it stood panting 
on the rails. 

Hack wore a comprehenslvo smile, 
and not tho very pressing attentions 
ho wa.0 subjected to caused It to lessen 
by ono Inch.: He shook handa all round 
for several conaeQUtlve minutes, and 
then slyly proposed that he should like 
to go home. "I am razzer tired," said 
George. 

But home was as far off as Cathay 
for Hack Just then. London — England, 
as the Morning Leader represeiitatlvo 
told him — demanded an explanation of 
the amazing result at Chicago. "It ei?H 
not good fin- a beaten man lo explain 
ills def(.at," said George, modestly, 
"but If dero Is a room handy, I will tell 
you what I know." 

Hack's story was a fairly satisfac- 
tory one, but It -was obvious that ho 
did not like explaining his defeat — not 
.so much on account of Its unpleasant 
remembrance, but because lie seemed 
lo feel that he was decrying the other 
man's victory. A score of times at least 
ho said: "It was my own fault." 
"Gotcli Is a good man," and "It was a 
trial of patience, not a wrestling 
match." 

In telling Ills story. Hack ratlier dls-< 
qualified these statements, but the bet- 
ter w.'iy Ik to let the reader judge for 
himself, and to give Ihe conversation 
as It was given almost verbatim. And 
this Is how Hack started, and remem- 
ber that questions were being hurled 
at hini from all sides: 

(Hack protesting), No, 110, I do not 
like to explain wlien aiiolber man wins. 
(Smiling) Well, what do you want, yoil 
know the story already. 

"What about tho fouls, Hack?" 

"What could I do? I said something 
once or twice, but I did not want to 
make a fuss In a strange country, and 
certainly i.ot on Chicago." 

"V.'h.L'i, about the long nails. Hack?" 

"He had long nails, so; and he stuck 
them in my skin, and scratched me. 
His fingers, too, he stuck tliem In my 
eyes. The pain was awful. 1 could not 
open them. Once the pain was so bad 
I seized liis arms and held them away 
from me, so that I could ease the pain 
and open my eyes. My ears, too, wefo 
very- bad, and-.l had .to, have hot poul- 
ticesion them afterwards to ease them." 

"What about Gotoh oiling his body. 
Hack ?" 

"Wiien I spoke about' what Clotch 
was doing, the referee aald that every- 
body did some tricks or other, ahd 
about the v oiled skin, ,he ^eemed to 
think that It was the ordinary masr- 
sage that wrestlers resorted to. But 
the first time I caught hold of him 1 
.squceaed him like a piece of soap, so." 

"Who was the referee, George?" 

"I think !t was a billiard reporter, 
or something like that." 

To finish the account In Hack's own 
words, Ills disjointed answers to the. 
fuslhule of questions made a storj' 
s.imethln.t; like this: 

"I went Into the ring absolutely un- 
trained for the contest. I made a big, 
big mistake, liut — 1 have had u lessoii. 
It will never happen again. 1 even 
took on the match without seconds. I 
just picked two fellows uii I met therp 
that iilgbt. I just said. 'Will you sec- 
ond me?' and they af;rei-il. 1 cannot 
Ba.\- the crowd was frlenill>'. 

"Gotch was trained to llio minute^ 
but all the training I liad was in my 
hotel bedroom. 1 had a row with tho 
Clilca.gp Athletic club, and was insult- 
ed llure, and so I could n.5t train there, 
Gotch entered the ring trained lo tho 
minute. 

"Directly the mutch started I saw 
how difflcull il was going to be. I 
could not get a grip on lilm. 'I'he ring, 
too, was nn 18-foot mie, and 1 bad no 
room. ..\fter two hours of something 
that was not a. wri\slllng match, and 
because I did not wish lo lose my eye- 
sight, .1 chucked tii.. wlmli- thing. I 
would not riliek il any way." 

Then eaini:- a \ ...1 y inli-rcsting series 
ot questions and answers. 

"What do you think of Gotch, Hack?" 

To which Hack made this extremely 
Interesting and rather contradictory re- 
ply: '1 think he Is a very good man, 
very energetic, but not ver.v strong. (A 
slight pause). This man ha.s as llttlo 
chance to beat mo as a second-rater— 
fairly. He has never a chance in a big- 
ger ring. He Is a good man, but not 
better than Jenkins. But I was too 
confident; I. thought I could show him 
tho way." 

"Are you willing to meet him again?" 

"I will meet anyone in the world, and 
Gotch certainly; but in Chicago, no, 
never again." 

"But why didn't you tr.v some, of his 
tactics when you saw what he was do- 
ing?" 

"I didn't like to hit him: I do nofc 
do those things. 1 was told, too, that 
If a man spit at me I was not to spit 
back. (.Mild Kcnsallon In the waiting- 
room.) 

AVilh regard to the famous toe hold. 
Hack said, "lie catch. 's you by .-i pair 
of toes, and he bends them sliioways, 
not back, so that you h;ivo either to 
give way or get your toes dislocated." 

And the final question was about tho 
fall, when Hack was stated to hava 
been thrown. "It was tov,'ards tho cord," 
aald George. "I pushed lilm away, and 
In doing so went back ngainsL tho - 
ropes to steady myself, and, then, when 
I fftltr the ropes in my hand I wa.i 
ashamed, lor I have never had tho 
ropes in my hands before and as 1 
Inoao them Gotch catches me, and I 
fall sideways. If may have been a, 
rolling fall, I do not know." 

As for the future. Hack will keep hi3 
matcli with Zbysco In June, and Is pro-, 
pared, as has been said, to wrestlo 
anybody else - In the world. Including 
Gotch.
